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Fire Dept, passes tests 

Fire insurance rates could be cut, 
private rating agency stresses 


Some Romulus homeowners soon 
may be the fortunate recipients of a 
fire insurance rate decrease as a 
result of a thorough city-wide 
evaluation completed last week of 
the city’s fire-fighting capabilities. 

The inspection, conducted by the 
Insurance Services Office (ISO) of 
Michigan, an independent rating 
agency used by insurance com- 
panies throughout the state, was the 
first complete evaluation conducted 
in Romulus since 1969. 

The study was requested by 
Mayor William M. Oakley shortly 
after he took office in 1978, after he 
learned of the relatively low rating 
assigned to the city. 

Romulus “residential and com- 
mercial building owners may have 
been charged higher insurance 
rates, based on outdated in- 
formation, a situation I am confident 
will change as a result of the rating 
re-evaluation recently completed,” 
the mayor said. 

The mayor cited improved water 
facilities, a fourth city fire station, 
excellent response times recorded 
by Romulus volunteer fire fighters,

Romulus currently has an ISO 
rating of either 8 or 9, depending on 
location, on a scale of 1 to 10 (one 
being the highest). 

By way of comparison. Belleville 
is rated 7, Huron Township — - 8, 
Inkster — 6, Sumpter Township — 8, 
Taylor — 5, Van Buren Township — 
8, Wayne — 5 and Westland — 5. 

However, according to Harry 
Westhaus, supervisor of public 
protection at ISO, a better rating 
may not necessarily lower the rates 
insurance companies charge 
Romulus residential clients. 
Homeowner’s insurance costs the 


same for classes 1-8. The only 
change, would be in those areas 
changed from 9 to 8, and those cases 
would probably already be recor- 
ded, since that indicates the 
presence of a water source, which is 
reported soon after installation. 

“The primary benefactors, ‘ac- 
cording to Westhaus,’ will be 
commercial property owners and 
those people who have only fire 
insurance extended coverage on 
their residential properties.” 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Edgar L. Harris has announced a 
grant of almost $300,000 for three 
downriver communities including 
Romulus and Huron Township under 
the County’s Community 
Development Block Grant Program 
that solicits and redistributes 
lederal funds for local public works 
projects. 

Harris said that the funds in 
general will be used for housing 
rehabilitation, sidewalk and sewer 
improvements, fire fighting 
equipment, and land acquisition for 
senior citizen facilities. 

The communities and dollar 
amounts involved, said Harris, are: 
Flat Rock, $80,000; Romulus, 
$120,000; Huron Township for four 
projects, $80,000. 

Harris said most of the money for 
Flat Rock will apply to revitalization 
of the Central Business District and 
for future development of senior 
citizen housing. 

Romulus will benefit mostly from 
a new fire station and 200 senior 
citizen apartments, he said. 

Also, said Harris, Huron Township 
will get new sidewalks, trees and 
shrubs along sections of Main Street, 
and a new fire truck. 

“A lot of thought and effort has 
gone into this program in each of 
these communities, and we are 
grateful for the cooperation of local 
officials and the federal department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment,” Harris continued. 


In those instances, the rates 
change from classes 1-4, 5-6, 7-8, 9 
and 10. 

The week-long testing, conducted 
by ISO field rating representative 
Arthur Baldyga, involved five city 
departments and required extensive 
documentation, including survey 
forms, water distribution maps, 
water consumption tables for the 
past 12 months, response times 
recorded by the fire department all 
on fires within the past year, a 


Under the annual block grant 
program, the county organizes 
willing communities with less than 
50,000 population and asks HUD for 
funds for the entire group, with 
detailed plans for distribution and 
expenditure of the money. Com- 
munities with more than 50,000 
population apply and receive funds 
directly from HUD. 

This year 32 communities are 
participating. Since its establish- 
ment five years ago, the program 
has attracted more than $22.5 
million in income for Wayne County. 
It started with only $637,000 for just 
17 communities. 

The Block Grant Program is 
administered by the County Office of 
Program Development and Coor- 
dination, although all projects are 
determined at local levels after 
public hearings to evaluate 
priorities proposed in the ap- 
plication to HUD which has final 
authority. 

Approved projects throughout the 
county include land acquisition for 
community use, water and sewer 
development, housing expansion, 
recreation programs and 
elimination of blighted buildings. 

Basic policy of the Block Grant 
Program is determined by a 18- 
member advisory council which 
includes four county commissioners 
along with 14 other elected officials 
from the communities receiving 
funds.

complete inventory of all fire 
fighting equipment, water flow and 
pressure tests and more. (A slight 
discoloration of water noticed by 
some residents last week, was the 
result of the fire hydrant testing, and 
cleared quickly.) 

The project, coordinated through 
the mayor’s office, included the fire 
department, DPW, building 
department, water department and 
public information office. 

In response to a question about 


working in Romulus, Baldyga 
responded, “I have had nothing but 
complete cooperation from all the 
mayor's department heads. 
Everything I needed was provided 
for me, efficiently and courteously.” 

Further evaluation and study of 
the accumulated data must now be 
completed at ISO headquarters, 
with a final grading due back within 
the next four months. 

At that time, Romulus residents 
will be notified, by the public in- 


formation office of any change. It is 
the homeowner’s responsibility to 
contact their insurance company to 
find out if they qualify for a rebate or 
lowered rate. 

“Everything looks good, real 
good,” Baldgya said, after com- 
pleting the survey and reporting 
back to the mayor. 

“You won’t stay the same. I’ll 
guarantee that,” he added, which 
should indeed be good news to 
many Romulus residents.

High schools get tough on selective truancy

The increasingly popular high 
school pastime of skipping classes, 
“selective truancy' during the 
school day, will be a lot harder to 
pull off in Wayne-Westland high 
schools in September. 

The Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools Board of Education last 
week adopted a tough attendance 
policy that will result in failure in a 


class where a student has seven 
unexcused absences in a semester 

The policy also deals with tar- 
diness and has a step bv-step 
procedure that includes a meeting 
with parents, if a student gets to a 
point where he is in danger of 
violating the 7 unexcused absences 
rule. 

The board policy was written and 
submitted to the board by George 
Bell. Wayne Memorial High School 
principal, John Harrison. John 


'Potential' home 
buyes should get 

into market quick 


“The best advice we can continue 
to offer potential homeowners is to 
get into the market as soon as 
possible,” says John Cole, president 
of the Western Wayne-Oakland 
County Board of Realtors 
< WWOCBR >. “Home prices remain 
on a steady pattern of escalation.” 

The national median price of an 
existing home, in which half of the 
buyers paid more and half less, was 
just ov£r $20,000 in 1968. By the end 
of last year, this figure had more 
than doubled to over $48,000, he 
explained. 

“The annual increase has been 
very close to 10 percent. Using this 
same base, the median price for an 
existing home will be $95,000 by 
1985,” he said. 

Cole said even if annual price rises 
averaged only 8 percent during this 
interval, the median price would be 
more than $83,000 by 1985. 

“However, there is really no 
reason to hope that values will in- 
crease at this lower rate,” he added 
“They are much more likely to 
climb at a higher rate Which could 
push median prices beyond $100,000 
as early as 1983 or 1984.” 

The WWOCBR president pointed 
out that both median and average 
prices have remained generally 
lower in this region of the country 
than other areas, but are beginning 
to close the gap. 

“At the end of last year the 
national average price of an existing 
home, the number of units sold 
divided into total dollar volume, was 
$55,500,” he said. “In the WWOCBR 
market area covering parts of 
Wayne, Oakland and Livingston 
counties and including some areas of 
Detroit, the average price last 


December was nearly $5,000 lower 
at $48,762. How r ever. in the first six 
months of 1979, this figure rose to 
$53,722, some 23 percent more than a 
year earlier.” 

Cole said that, while current home 
mortgage interest rates are at 
record highs, buyers who delay 
longer than necessary could end up 
paying more, even if interest 
declines. 

As an example, he cited the 
average priced existing home sold 
by WWOCBR members in June at 
$52,704. With a 20 percent dowm 
payment of $10,540 and an 114 
percent conventional mortgage, the 
monthly payment for principal and 
interest would be $417.55. 

“At the present rate of price 
grow th, the same home will sell for 
more than $50,000 by year’s end,” he 
said. “The buyer then would require 
another $1,100 down payment and 
the mortgage would be nearly $4,500 
higher. 

“Even if interest rates were to 
drop a full percent, and there are no 
sign that they will, the monthly 
payment would be $9 higher. Over 
the life of the mortgage, this would 
add some $3,300 to costs.” 

Cole noted that while median 
family incomes are rising at a much 
lower rate than home prices, they 
also will continue to grow. 

“An added advantage of getting 
into the home market as soon as 
possible in the face of rising prices is 
that the greater share of today s 
mortgage commitment will be paid 
off in future deflated dollars,” he 
said. “At the same time, the value of 
the home can be expected to keep 
pace with or even exceed the general 
inflationary trend.” 


Glenn High School principal, and 
then :a ffs of assistant principals 
Hell said the “no nonsense ap- 
proach to attendance will greatly 
affe ? -lie “7 to 8 percent of kids who 
are - jectively truant from class.” 

In the past, there was no district- 
wide policy. Each school, and in 
effect each teacher, handled ab- 
sences with different standards and 
emphasis. There was a need to 
create a consistency in dealing with 
truancy, Bell said. 

“Some teachers would put * a 
strong weight on attendance, others 
wouldn’t They won’t have the option 
any m re,” Bell explained. 

The policy begins with the 
statement that generally “the 
responsibility to attend school 
regularly belongs to the students.” 
The ru s policy will mean the school 
will v. • 1 k with the family of each 
stud to alert them to attendance 
problems ” 

And access in school is directly 
related to regular attendance, Bell 
said 

Each teacher will take attendance 
at each class, and absences 
class, d as excused or unexcused 
Stud* legitimately needing to 
miss *>s are excused, if the parent 
calls tne school, or even writes a 
note, vit least by 4 p.m. the day 
following the absence. 

Otherwise, the absence is unex- 
cused 

Upon the third unexcused absence 
being recorded fora class during the 
semester, the teacher will notify the 
parents Upon the fifth unexcused 
absence, an assistant principal will 
be notified and a parent conference 
arranged. 

Bell said he likes the fact that the 
policy “has built into it com- 
munication with the parent.” 

Upon the seventh unexcused 
absence per semester, the student 
will be dropped from the course with 
a “F withdrew” mark, and the 
parents will be notified. 

There also are provisions in the 
policy to deal with the “problem” of 
excessive number of combined 
excused and unexcused absences, 
and it is possible that a student 
would be dropped for a total of 15 
excused and unexcused absences. 

On the whole, Bell said, the 
student who attends class and 
misses school only for legitimate 
reasons, should not be worried about 
the new policy. 


He noted that the problem isn’t 
necessarily one of a student skipping 
a whole day, but rather “selec- 
tively” skipping particular classes. 

And even though the students should 
not be leaving the building during 
the day, there are several hundred 
students leaving the high schools for 
legitimate reasons during the day 
i co-op. classes held elsewhere) so 


that it’s not possible to identify the 
truants on sight. 

The policy also deals with ex- 
cessive tardiness and concludes with 
an appeal process allowed the 
student who feels he has been un- 
justly dropped from a class. 

The administration is hopeful that 
parents will be supportive of the new 
regulations. Letters to be sent home 


to parents are being prepared now to 
explain the new attendance policy.

Bill allows limited strikes 

New school laws also carry penalties 


New class for senior citizens 


Legislation providing a limited 
right to shrike for public school 
employees has been introduced by 
State Rep. William Keith (D-33rd 
District), who represents Inkster 
and Garden City. 

The package of bills stipulates 
sanctions to penalize teachers and 
school boards financially when the 
180 days of class instruction is en- 
dangered. 

“School strikes have been 
technically illegal since 1947” Keith 
said. “However, teachers have been 
striking for several years. It is 
essential that we get legislation on 
the books to resolve the teacher 
strike problem and avoid dif- 
ficulties, such as we faced in the 
Crestwood and Garden City schools 
in 1975.” 

Under the legislation, public 
school employees could not strike 
unless both the school board and 
school employees exhausted a 
voluntary mediation process and the 
Employment Relations Commission 
determined that an impasse had 
been reached according to specified 
guidelines. 

After the commission determined 
that an impasse had been reached, a 
public hearing would be called. The 
employer, or the employees’ 
representative, Could file a petition 
for arbitration with the commission. 
If arbitration and further intensive 
bargaining were successful, the 
employees’ bargaining unit could 
approve a strike in an election, 
supervised by the commission. 


“There are economic pressures 
built into the legislation to en- 
courage both parties to settle their 
differences,” Keith said. “If a 
teacher strike prevented fulfillment 
of the 180 day requirement, there 
would be a deduction in the district’s 
total state appropriation. Teachers 
would forfeit one day’s pay for each 
day the requirement was not 
fulfilled.” 

The bill includes a definition of the 
school calendar. Classes must end 
by the third Friday in June and the 
180 days requirement would not 
include Saturdays, Sundays, 
holidays, strike days or professional 
development days. 

In addition, the school year would 
have to include at least 10 vacation 
days after the first two weeks and 
before the last two weeks of the 
school year. 

Keith said the bills also give the 
courts new authority to resolve 
impasses and provide improved 
criteria for injunctive relief. 
Provisions are made for restriction 
of the amount of interference with 
the private collective bargaining 
process, which has been resolving 
contract disputes without strikes in 
the majority of schooL districts. 

“Similar legislation passed both 
Houses of the Legislature four years 
ago, only to be vetoed by the 
governor,” Keith said “We must 
stop playing partisan games with 
the kids and the taxpayers of this 
state and develop measures to 
reduce the number of extended 


school strikes. If we do nothing, we 
are asking for problems every 
school year.” 


Huron school district is offering 
senior citizens a new class with an 
historical slant.

some traveling to visit local areas of 
interest,” said Roger Benner, 
Community School director. “While 
studying the Industrial Revolution a 
logical trip would be to Green- 
field Village. Through such trips, 
the students will have opportunity to 
share adventures into the past — 
and also share memories,” he said. 

The History-Travelogue class will 
be taught by a new teacher to the 
senior citizens program — Tim 
Freeman. Although times have not 
yet been released for the morning 
and afternoon classes, Benner said 
that persons interested in taking the 
class could call 782-2441 for in- 
formation.

Residents ' input 
sought on revising 
preservation plan 


Now is the time for all concerned 
Canton Township residents to come 
to the aid of their township govern- 
ment, says community planner 
James Kosteva. 

To be exact, citizen assistance is 
urged for August 15. at 7 p.m. at the 
Plymouth Salem High School 
auditorium where residents will be 
asked for their direct input on 
revising the township adopted 1976 
farmland preservation Master Plan 

The theme of the public hearing 
will be to discuss proposed 
residential, commercial, and in- 
dustrial growth for Canton 

"Or if persons just think they have 
a better idea on how their area 
should be developed, we strongly 
urge them to attend,” Kosteva said, 
“Because this is the prime op- 
portunity for residents to have in- 
put.” 

The Master Plan hearing will 
entail future land use projections 
and proposals, which will act as a 
guideline for development when the 
township implements the master 
plan through a master zoning or- 
dinance 

The public hearing on the master 
zoning ordinance is expected to be 
scheduled sometime in the Fall. 

Kosteva urges public participation 
at both hearings 

Issues of discussion August 15, 
though entirely dependent on 
residents’ interests, could range 
from, whether Canton should 
develop a downtown business 
community, to whether more 
multiple housing is needed. 

Regarding the commerce com- 
munity there are essentially three 
options for development available 
for citizen discussion 

The first option suggests Ford 
Road — well on its way to being the 
major commercial area — continue 
its course of development as it has 
been since the early 1970’s. 

The second option is for a down- 
town business district, similar to 
that of Dearborn or Wayne, where 
stores are situated closer to the 
road, parking is in the rear, and 
each within walking distance from 
the next 

A combination of two business 
communities on Ford Road is the 
third option Along Ford Road, 
between Lilley Road and Lotz Road, 
near the i 275 freeway, the 
businesses could ho designed to 
cater to the motoring public. 

“It could be designed more for a 
regional use,” Kosteva said such as 
for motels, hotels, gasoline stations, 
new and used car dealerships and 
large restaurants 

Then from Lilley Road to Oak view 
Road (near Sheldon Road), there 


would be a break in the commercial 
development, with residential units 

“This would be very desirable, 
because it would allow for a break in 
traffic and would lesson traffic 
congestion,” Kosteva. 

From Oakview Road to Canton 
Center Road, the businesses would 
be of a “community use” nature, 
less highway oriented 

“Again residential in between 
would keep the two commercial 
areas from competing against each 
other,” said Kosteva. 

Kosteva said there was con- 
siderable merit in the first option for 
Ford Road’s development. A 
downtown business community 
styled after the downtowns of 
yesteryear might be worthy of 
returning to in today’s gas crunch 
atmosphere. 

“It has possibilities. The stores 
would be within walking distance 
and in this energy crisis, saying fuel 
would be a good arguement,” he 
said. 

Another factor to be considered in 
developing Ford Road, is whether 
residents desire two business 
communities. Ford Road and, for 
instance, also along Canton's 
southernmost Michigan Avenue 
corridor. 

The Michigan Avenue corridor is 
planned for light industrial and 
restricted offices, but if market 
demands were such that com- 
mercial could be supported, then 
revisions could be made, he said. 

“The thing is that one man’s 
concern will have impact on 
another. Each concern interplays 
with others, and we have to look not 
just at an individuals concern, but 
also on how it affects the area he 
lives in, and how tl\e area affects his 
desired land use,” said Kosteva. 

Residential development is 
another concern Kosteva said 
citizen input was needed on before 
a revised master plan be com- 
pleted 

The 1976 Master Plan stipulates 
that in the township's easterly half, 
along the 1-275 corridor a good 
portion of the land now zoned for 
multiple housing (under the 1967 
Master Zoning ordinance) is being 
revised to designate single family 
homes and light industrial 
development. 

“Although if we’re going to be 
energy efficient there can be a case 
made for multiple housing since it 
does require less fuel to maintain,” 
said Kosteva. 

“But the fight for or against any 
of the issues is up to the people to 
make,” he said. “It’s not a time to 
hear from the planners, but a time 
to hear from the citizens.”

The booklet also includes maps 
and descriptions of all House and 
Senate districts and lists the 
members of the House and Senate 
standing committees, sub- 
committees and joint committees. It 
gives the addresses, telephone 
numbers and directors of state 
department, explains how a bill 
becomes law and contains other 
useful information of state govern- 
ment. 

The theme of the "Guide" is 
Bullard's belief that "an informed 
and active citizenry is the lifeblood 
of a democracy.” 

There is a great need for an in-

only at election time. However, 
individual communication on 
specific legislative proposals at the 
appropriate time does have an 
impact 

"Organized community and 
citizens' groups can multiply the 
impact of this individual effort The 
intent of this ‘Citizen’s Guide’ is to 
provide some of the specific in- 
formation needed to get in touch 
with the right people at the right 
time in order to make the in- 
dividual's state government policy 
concerns hears.” 

In order to make it easier for 
citizens to express concern about a 
particular bill or proposal, Bullard 
recommends you write to your own 
legislator first. Be as clear as 
possible and give accurate facts 
supporting your position on the 
issue If interested in a particular 
bill without knowing the name or 
number, write the legislator you 
think introduced the bill.

Experts tell merchants what to expect

A subdued but attentive audience 
of about 40 Wayne businessmen, 
residents and officials listened to a 
panel of “experts’' tell them what 
the city and merchants might do and 
can do to renovate the admittedly 
“deteriorating" northside business 
district along Wayne Road from 
Glenwood to the Lower Rouge River 

The audience heard, among other 
things. that: 

- the major county thoroughfare 
through that section of town. Wavne 
Road, will probably be resurfaced 
next year, but there are no plans to 
widen it, a bit of information that 
surprised many in the audience; 

- the county will consider 
suggestions from the city regarding 


such items as a traffic signal at 
Wayne Road and Elm, and curb 
alignments to make the road more 
uniform; 

-• the city is still considering a 
design concept developed three 
years ago that would convert Elm, 
Ash and Chestnut streets to cul-de- 
sacs with no outlet onto Wayne 
Road, and create more parking 
areas; 

- but the city is not tied to that 
concept design, and it could and 
might be altered, phased or drop- 
ped, 

- the city has $100,000 in Com- 
munity Development money coming 
next year that it could spend on the 
northside area development ; 

- if Wayne Road is not going to be 
widened, the city will go ahead and 
begin a sidewalk program to re pave

cracked and split sidewalks , 

-- there are tax abatement and 
incentive programs the city can 
utilize to help merchants finance 
renovations of their buildings ; 

and a “design theme’’ for 
buildings may be the next step to 
hammer out between merchants and 
thecity 

The audience seemed relieved to 
hear that the city was open to 
suggestions, ready to work with 
merchants and provide long-needed 
and still-needed leadership, and 
agreeable to the suggestion from a 
businessman that the project of 
renovation be done over a period of 
time that won’t traumatize the area. 

The two-and-a-half hour session at 
the Community Center, moderated 
by Mayor Paul Lada and Chamber 
of Commerce President David 
Willett, began with presentations 
given by the panel of experts invited 
to the informational forum 
A representative of the Wayne 
County Road Commission said that 
the county will probably be par- 
ticipating in a federal urban aid 
program to resurface the section of 
Wayne Road from Glenwood to the 
Rouge River, but there is “no new 
construction out of the existing right 
of way" scheduled or planned. 

This statement came as a surprise 
to businessmen and city officials 
w f ho said they had heard rumors of 
road widening for years, and the 
uncertainity of road widening had 
kept some businessmen from doing 


any substantial remodelling, and 
had kept the city from re-paving 
sidewalks 

A representative from the ar- 
chitectural firm of William Kessler 
and Associates, which drew up a 
conceptual plan for the area that 
created more parking behind shops 
and changed the residential streets 
to cul-de-sacs, reviewed that plan 

The scheme calls for development 
of vacant land with new businesses 
and installation of parking areas, 
plus sidewalk sprucing up with 
“street furniture," landscaping and 
such. 

Mayor Lada then commented that 
the plan’s basic problem is “in the 
area of funding,” although he em- 
phasized at least twice that the 
conceptual scheme could be altered 
after input from businessmen and 
citizens is heard. 

A representative of the Michigan 
* Department of Economic 
Development, and an attorney from 
the law firm of Miller, Canfield. 
Paddock and Stone, discussed tax 
incentives and abatements the city 
can offer merchants, or other ways 
the city can raise money, to finance 
a renovation program. 

The need for a strong merchants 
association in the area was em- 
phasized. so that the businessmen 
could not only work w r ith the city 
through the association, but make 
decisions for their own use in their 
individual efforts to renovate 
businesses. 


Willett responded to one audience 
question by telling the group that the 
chamber plans to conduct a survey 
regarding the northside business 
area, asking shoppers what types of 
businesses are in demand there, and 
finding out shoppers’ attitudes 
towards different shopping areas. 

Northside businessman Bill 
Garrett seemed eager to participate 
in the renovation program, and 
proposed a second meeting, getting 
together his neighboring businesses, 
the city, and county road com- 
mission to talk about such things as 
a design scheme, and tax abatement 
possibilities. 

He noted, however, that the whole 
concept scheme might take 20 years 
to complete, and done all at once 
would be “too elaborate.” 

Little was said about the com- 
ponent of the conceptual plan that 
would call for condemning of homes 


and creation of parking, although 
one businessman said he wasn’t sure 
all that new parking was needed, 
and another suggested that the city 
buy homes only as they come up 
for sale in the next 20 years That 
idea went along with the suggestion 
to implement the plan over a 
nuAber of years. 

Willett pointed out that the 
grumblings heard in the past over 
condemning houses and creating 
cul-de-sacs should not prevent 
things from happening, as long as 
communication continues 

It appears that the immediate 
outgrowths from the meeting w ill be 
new sidewalks, a meeting to be 
scheduled soon with merchants and 
the city, a chamber survey, and a 
new r dialogue between the city and 
county about improvements to 
Wayne Road that the city hopes to. 
secure.

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State 's forts, villages recall Michigan 's past 


To relive Michigan history, take a 
trip to a restored Army fort or 19th 
century village, explore the 
mysteries of an Upper Peninsula 
ghost town, buy some penny candy 
in an old-time country store or visit 
an Indian burial ground 
Fort-hopping will take travelers 
from Detroit west to Niles and north 
to Mackinaw City, Mackinac Island 
and Copper Harbor 
At Detroit’s Old Fort Wayne, 
completed in 1851, visitors can see 
the original stone barracks and 
powder magazine while touring 
exhibits depicting the city’s military 
history 


While not a fort. Niles’ Fort St. 
Joseph Museum contains artifacts of 
a one-time military post built in 1691 
and held at various times by French. 
British and Spanish troops. 

A trip to the Straits of Mackinac 
brings travelers to Mackinaw City’s 
Fort Michilimackinac, where the 
1763 capture of the British fort by the 
Indians is re-enacted every 
Memorial Day, and to Mackinac 
Island’s Fort Mackinac, dating from 
1781. 

At Michigan's northernmost tip, 
Fort Wilkins State Park near Copper 
Harbor holds the last original wood 
fort east of the Mississippi River.

Built in 1844, the stockade’s 
whitewashed buildings are filled 
with furniture, tools, clothing and 
other relics of the past. 

Horse-drawn carriages and a 
steam locomotive take visitors back 
through time at Greenfield Village 
in Dearborn. Nineteenth century 
buildings in this famous collection of 
Americana include the home where 
Noah Webster completed his first 
dictionary and an inn from the old 
Detroit-to-Chicato stagecoach route. 

More than a dozen buildings from 
the last century plus a recreation 
area and lake are seen by visitors 
who take the steam locomotive ride 
at Crossroads Village near Flint 

Michigan’s logging era is the 
subject of one of the displays at Lake 
City’s Guest Country Store Museum, 
a complex of three old school 
buildings 

The elegant homes of two 19th 
century lumber barons can be 
toured at Muskegon’s Heritage 


Village Another one-time home of 
lumber barons, Huron City in the 
Thumb, was destroyed by fire in 1881 
and rebuilt. Today, its Restored 
Lumber Town boasts a museum, 
19th century general store and Coast 
Guard station. 

Charlton Park Village and 
Museum near Hastings has 10 
buildings from the 1800s, including a 
stagecoach inn, blacksmith shop and 
bank. Northville’s Mill Race 
Historical Village features a cottage 
where visitors can purchase work by 
the Northville Weavers’ Guild 
Highlight of Livonia’s Quaker Acres 
is a museum in a Quaker House built 
in 1846 for religious worship. 

Ludington’s first home is included 
in Pioneer Village, which sits atop a 
Lake Michigan bluff. Also in west 
Michigan are three attractions with 
windmills. Fremont’s Windmill 
Gardens has nine restored mills, 
including a century-old windmill. 

A 200-year-old Dutch windmill is 


the center of Windmill Island at 
Holland, and both miniature wind- 
mills and wooden shoes are among 
the souvenirs available at nearby 
Dutch Village. 

Two Upper Peninsula ghost towns 
which tell the history of Michigan’s 
mining era are Victoria, south of 
Ontonagon, and Fayette, in Fayette 
State Park near Garden. Victoria is 
a 100-year-old copper mining town 
with three restored log cabins open 
for tours. Fayette, an 1880s iron 
smelting center, has five restored 
buildings, including an opera house 
and lime kiln. 

Penny candy is only one of the 
items for sale at Rockford’s Squires 
Street Square, a collection of 
restored shops offering everything 
from handmade candles and fur- 
niture to quilting supplies and an- 


tiques. Hungry shoppers can dine at 
the Old Mill on the Rogue River. 

The country store atmosphere is 
everywhere at Apple Barrel Farms 
near' Washington, where buildings 
dating back to the 1860s have been 
made into shops selling home baked 
goods, stained glass items and 
antiques Center of attention is the 
Octagon House, an 8-sided home 
which has been designated a 
National Historic Landmark. 

Indian artifacts from the Ottawa, 
Chippewa and Potawatomj tribes 
are displayed in the Great Lakes 
Museum at Cross Village near 
Harbor Springs Nearby is an Indian 
burial ground The town was named 
for the rustic white cross which was 
raised on the spot where Father 
Jacques Marquette came ashore .W 
wars ago

Can transcendental meditation 
work as well every where to cut down 
on crime as it reportedly did in 
Rhode Island? 

After 300 TM meditators spent 
three months meditating in that 
state of one million people, murders 
were down 50 percent, traffic deaths 
dropped 48 percent, suicides plunged 
45 percent and even total deaths 
declined 11 percent. 

Of course, there never are very 
many murders in Rhode Island. 
There were only six in the whole 
state in July and August 1977. There 
w-ere three in those same months of 
1978 — when the meditators were 
there — and that, to be sure, is a 50 
percent drop. 

To put it another way, it is also 
only three fewer murders than the 
year before. When you are dealing 
with such small numbers, it could be

precarious to place too much 
significance on gains or losses of 50 
percent. 

But anything is worth a try, and if 
the TM meditators feel they can 
bring a turn around in the number of 
homicides wherever they go let's 
invite ’em to meditate in our town 

Joe Boxerman, one of the 
meditators participating in the 
Rhode Island experiment (they 
meditated twice a day for an hour 
over a period of three months), w'as 
also one of 120 TM meditators who 
went to Nicaragua late last year He 
says conditions in that country were 
remarkably improved during the 
time the meditators were there 

Civil war had been expected to 
erupt at any moment, but didn't 
President Anastasio Somoza agreed 
to elections. Curfews were removed 

All this changed when the 
meditators left Things in Nicaragua 
got even worse than they were 
before the meditators arrived in that 


Central American country 
Boxerman, analyzing this 
dramatic reversal of conditions, 
says that there appears to be no 
carryover in the effects of 
meditation When you stop 
meditating, the good effects cease 
There is plenty of evidence that 
TM-style meditation has good ef- 
fects on individuals who do their own 
meditating 

After testing students of TM, 
doctors have concluded that TM 
improves body functions and lowers 
the breathing rate and cardiac 
output. The result is relief from 
anxiety and emotional stress and 
improvement in the general quality 
of life 

What is open to doubt — and even 
ridicule — is TM’s claim that a 
community’s crime rate can be 
reduced significantly, if enough 
people practice TM 
That idea originated with the high 
guru of TM, Maharishi Mahesh 


Yogi, whose Westernized versioi it 
an ancient Indian practice lias in- 
spired two best-sellers — "TM 
Discovering Energy and Over 
coming Stress,” by Harold 
Bloomfield, and The Relaxation 
Response. by Herbert Bensoi 
Both authors are medical doctors. 

It was the Maharishi’s conviction 
that not only personal conflicts but 
social conflicts — war, murders, 
violence, even auto accidents 
have their origins in the ac 
cumulation of individual tensions 

He figured if only 1 percent ol the 
population practiced TM. the 
resulting outflow of “Good 
vibrations” would have a calming 

effect on huge numbers of even non- 
meditators all at once — freeing 
their nervous systems of the ten 
sions that contribute to the onset of 
social ills

Early retirement plan approved for teachers

An early retirement incentive 
program, adopted last week by the 
Wayne-Westland Board of 
Education, is being offered to 
teachers in the district who are 55 

* years old and have 30 years of 
teaching seniority, at least 10 years 
in this district. 

The plan offers the teacher the 
supplemental retirement benefit 
that pays out a percentage of their 
top scale salary each year until age 

- 62 — 28 percent of the salary for 
those with bachelor’s degrees, and 
36 percent for those with master’s 
degrees or above. At age 62, the 
monetary amount changes to $4,000 
per year until age 65, when the 
normal retirement program sup- 
plied teachers by the state kicks in. 

Teachers who accept the early 
retirement program before Sept. 2 of 
this year (there are 90 people 
eligible to take advantage of it) can 

- join the plan as described above. 
And any teacher who retired in the 
past year who would have been 
eligible will be picked up 
retroactively, according to Art 

j Elander, the district’s director of 

• personnel, 

: The plan will then change 
somewhat after Sept. 2. Rather than 
pay out the flat 28 percent or 36 
; percent, the annual payout will 

- begin at that amount the first year of 
J retirement, then decline by 2 per- 
cent each year to age 62. 

Elander noted that after the 
employee retires, if the teacher 
« contract is renegotiated to set a 
« higher maximum salary, the 
retired teacher’s payout will be 
based on the higher figure each 
year. So the 2 percent drop each 

- year in the percentage of salary to 
be paid out should offset for that 
union negotiated increase, Elander 
said. 

Only those teachers who have 
reached the top of the salary 
schedule, which is attained after 10 
years with the district, are eligible. 


Presently, the top salary of a 
teacher with a bachelor’s degree is 
$21,450. Top salary for a teacher 
with a master’s degree is $25,260, 
Elander said. 

Therefore if a master’s degree 
teacher retired right now under the 
program, he would be receiving at 
least $9,000 a year (and more as 
future contracts are negotiated) 


The early retirement incentive 
program adopted by the Wayne- 
Westland Board of Education last 
week in a hotly debated split vote is 
“unfair to the teachers and to the 
community” according to board 
member Fred Warmbier. He, along 
with Gerard McGrath, cast no votes 
on the adoption of the plan. 

“We bought a Rolls Royce as far 
as I’m concerned,” Warmbier said. 

He criticized it for having too 
many “goodies” in it, then em- 
phasized that as far as he can see, 
the program is illegal anyway. 

He said that an attorney general 
opinion has declared the program to 
be illegal, and that at this time the 
. legality of it is being challenged in a 
court suit involving the Rochester 
schools. However, when that 
decision comes out in Circuit Court, 
and he said the decision is due 
soon, it probably will be appealed, 
and the issue left to the Supreme 
Court ultimately. 

“Why do we have to act on this 
program now, when the court is so 
close to rendering a decision (in the 
Rochester case)?” he asked. 

And what happens if teachers in 
Wayne-Westland opt for the 
program, and in two years it’s 
declared illegal? If the teacher has 
sold his home and moved to another 
state to enjoy his retirement with his 
supplemental income, will he simply 


until the amount dropped to $4,000 
during the last three years, ap- 
proximately a $75,600 payout over 10 
years, plus continued coverage in 
some areas of fringe benefits, such 
as health insurance 
School Supt Timothy Dyer, in 
explaining the plan, insisted that 
the program will not cost the 
district money, and will, in fact 


come back and teach? No, he’ll take 
the district to court, Warmbier said. 

He said conversations he has had 
with the district’s attorney con- 
vinced him that in the case of such a 
lawsuit, the individual board 
members who voted for the plan 
could be held personally liable in a 
lawsuit. It certainly wouldn’t be fair 
to make the taxpayers foot the bill 
for such litigation, he maintained. 

He had other complaints about the 
program as well, and said it would 
have been better to table the item, as 
he suggested at the meeting, and get 
answers from the district’s attorney 
and the actuary firm that consulted 
with the administration, but not with 
the board, on the program. 

Warmbier, and fellow no vote 
Gerard McGrath, insisted that the 
incentive plan should have been 
negotiated at the bargaining table 
with the teacher’s union. The 
Wayne-Westland Education 
Association was consulted and 
approved of the plan, but the two 
board members felt that “we gave it 
away and got nothing for” what they 
consider a fringe benefit. 

Warmbier also was critical of the 
fact that the plan is retroactive to 
the retirees of the past year. 

He wondered about the costs of the 
program “down the road,” even if it 
appears that it will save the district 
money now. 


save money 

The primary motive for early 
retirement incentives is to get rid of 
teachers through attrition, since 
declining enrollment of 1,000 
students per year is expected for the 
next 10 years Rather than go 
through the trauma of layoffs every 
year (Elander estimated that the 
district would need to shed 50 to 60 
teachers a year because of dropping 
student count), the hope is that the 
loss of teachers would take place 
through retirement. 

When the lower seniority teachers 
are laid off, the cost of unem- 
ployment compensation must be 
taken into account, and, of course, 
their salaries are lower. So the 
payout to early retirees would be no 
more expensive than the layoff of an 
equal number of teachers 

A running thread through the 
discussion, too, although not par- 
ticularly emphasized, is the notion 
that younger, less seniority teachers 
are just beginning their careers, 
with bright, fresh ideas, whereas the 
teachers with 30 years experience 
might be “waning” in enthusiasm 
for their profession 

Before this incentive program was 
adopted, teachers w r ho were eligible 
to retire were simply not doing it, 
Elander noted. And federal law now 
permits teachers to remain until age 
70. Hard economic times have 
drastically reduced the number of 
teachers going on leave, resigning 
and retiring, from 71 persons in 
1977, to only 22 so far this year. 
And teachers on leave may. and 
often do. come back 

Elander noted that there are 
“safeguards” in the program that 
the administration believes protect 
the board and save as much money 
as possible. For instance, if an early 
retired teacher has a spouse who is 
covered through his separate health 
plan, the retired teacher must go to 
that plan and is dropped from the 
districts. Any unemployment 
compensation obtained by the 
teacher is deducted from his 
retirement payment. 


Also, the district need only offer 
the program to the number of 
teachers it needs to reduce If 20 
teacher positions are no longer 
needed, only 20 teachers will be 
allowed to partake of the program. 
The district must offer at least 10 a 
year And if the district finds it is 
losing money on the program in the 
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future, it can abolish the retirement 
incentive, Elander said. (That would 
not affect teachers already retired). 

Elander noted that if a court 
ruling would invalidate the 
program, it would be null and void, 
and teachers retired under it would 
be offered the opportunity to come 
hack.

BIRCH LEAF MINER 


This insect mines out the center of 
birch leaves during June, July, and 
August causing leaves to blister and 
turn brown. Leaf damage and the 
resulting defoliation can be heavy. 

The adult, a small 1/8 inch fly lays its 
eggs on the leaf beginning in May. A 
small white larvae hatches and be- 
gins to mine the leaf in early June. 

To control the birch leaf miner, spray 
Orthene or Malathlon or Diazinon or 
Savin to the foliage before the mines 
exceed 3/8 inch. Make two to three 
applications 10 days apart beginning 
mid to late May.

Insurance 


Higher car insurance costs may well be in store for young 
families, young unmarried women, senior citizens, and many 
rural and suburban Michigan drivers if the House and Senate 
decide to back recommendations to eliminate, in the future, age, 
sex, marital status and territorial rating as auto insurance rating 
criterias. 

But we feel that to ignore statistics by eliminating or restricting 
age, sex, marital status and territories as rating variables would 
be to force low risk drivers to pay more in order to subsidize the 
losses of high risk drivers. 

If companies were forced to charge the same rate for high risk 
young men and low risk young women, the young women would be 
paying more their share and the young men’s premiums would be 
insufficient to pay for the losses they generate. 

While it is difficult to predict specifically what will happen in 
Michigan, the result of this social engineering can be seen in 
Massachusetts. Neither policyholders nor the public, in general is 
satisfied. As a result of limitations on the use of territorial 
classifications in automobile rating it is estimated that in excess 
of 50 percent of Boston’s driving population has been placed in the 
residual market facility. 

Elimination of the use of classification criteria will arbitrarily 
reduce costs in some areas contrary to economic reality. The 
result could be greater availability problems for the driving 
public in some urban areas. 

Tampering with the use of age, sex, marital status and 
territories in classification systems will impose unfair costs on 
many motorists and could dry up the availability of insurance for 
those groups of drivers now viewed as ‘higher risks’. 

We feel the Legislature should take this concept back to the 
drawing boards for further study. 

In their rush to provide ‘social justice’, they have approached 
an insurance disaster. 


Television 


The best hope of breaking the near-monopoly of three com- 
mercial television networks may be the superstation. A TV 
superstation sells its programs, via satellite, to cable TV systems 
over a wide area. That’s where its income comes from, not from 
the networks. 

There are now several superstations — WTCG in Atlanta, KTVU 
in Oakland, WGN in Chicago, WPIX in New York and WCVB in 
Boston Some haven't yet expanded to the degree WTCG has but, 
if legal arrangements can be made, most of them probably will. 

WTCG of Atlanta may soon begin to produce its own evening 
news program, which would be a blessing for America and a 
safeguard for the nation. So long as three New York-based net- 
works compile and control content of the three evening news 
shows a hundred million Americans sometimes see, they have an 
ominous power over U.S. public opinion. In short, they can make 
it what they want it to be — to a surprising degree. 

There’s no such danger in the news print field, for there are so 
many different newspapers. The “triopoly” of the networks, 
however, limits VHF programs to those which attract the 
greatest possible number of morons and ignorant, impressionable 
people (for sales purposes) and usually bars programs of a higher 
intellectual appeal which might, for example, attract only a few 
million educated or cultured viewers. This kind of system, 
catering to the base element, can never substantially uplift the 
national standard of culture and education. 

Thus the hope of thinking Americans is that the number, suc- 
cess and broad range of programming of the superstations will 
continue to grow; the policy of the F.C.C. and the Carter Ad- 
ministration should be to see that this is the case.

Legislation before the recess

A number of bills have moved through the 
Legislature and been signed into law. Some of 
the most recent cover such areas as school zone 
speed limits, truck widths and births and 
marriages. 

One of them gives local authorities the power 
to establish speed limits on state trunkline high- 
ways that pass through school zones. 

The state maximum speed limit for school 
zones before, during and after school is 25 miles 
an hour, although local governments could in- 
crease that speed limit if they wished. 

However, before the new law, neither the state 
maximum nor locally-set speed limits applied to 
state trunkline highways within school zones. 
Those speed limits were set instead by 
representatives of state and local police, the 
school district, the county road commission and- 
or the Department of Transportation, meeting as 
a board This brought complaints that that type 
of board was not always responsive to the desires 
of local parents and residents. 

The new law changes this, giving local 
governments authority to also set speed limits on 
the major state highways within school zones. 

While formerly the local government could 
increase the state 25-mile-an-hour speed limit, 
the new law also gives it authority to set a lower 
speed limit. However, this could be done only 
after conferring with the State Department of 
Transportation, the county road commission 
and local school board. 

Another newly-signed law will make 
regulations on trucks with over-wide loads more 
flexible and clear. 

State law limits the truck widths to % inches, 
but truckers can apply for special permits for 
loads which exceed that width. However, the old 
statute on special over-width permits is

somewhat inflexible, and is not clear on the 
length of time the permits are considered valid 
and whether local road authorities can issue 
such permits on an annual basis. 

There is also a problem for manufacturing 
firms which truck products and components 
between Michigan and Canada, since Canada 
permits a width of as much as 102 inches. 

The new law will allow the Department of 
Transportation, county road commissions and 
local authorities to designate highways under 
their jurisdiction on which trucks and loads 
could exceed the maximum 96-inch width, as 
long as they are not more than 102 inches wide. 

The law’s provisions would not, however, 
restrict the issuance of special permits for over- 
wide or overweight vehicles. This would allow 
regularly used overwidth vehicles to obtain a 
yearly permit for this usage, rather than having 
to secure such a permit each time such tran- 
sportation was required. 

The new law takes effect on August 1. 

One of the new laws prohibits any reference on 
a birth certificate or public birth record of the 
legitimacy or illegitimacy of the child. 

While there was already law which prohibited 
an explicit reference to illegitimate birth on 
public records, it did not apply to birth cer- 
tificates and records. 

The new law will help to protect children from 
the stigma of birth out-of-wedlock. The term 
“illegitimate” has negative connotations and a 
person can be embarrassed or even 
discriminated against when the term is found on 
commonly used official documents or records, 
such as birth certificates. 

The birth records would still contain the 
essential information required under current 
law. 


If a judge in a state court can perform a 
marriage, can a judge in a federal court do the 
same thing? 

Legislation has been signed into law which 
gives federal judges in Michigan clear authority 
to perform marriages. Although the old law was 
not perfectly clear, it appeared that federal 
court judges did not have the authority to 
solemnize a marriage. 

In addition to members of the clergy, the 
existing law had allowed mayors, city clerks, 
district court magistrates and judges of the 
district, common pleas, probate and municipal 
courts to perform marriages. Circuit and ap- 
pellate court judges can also perform 
marriages, but only by securing temporary 
appointment as a lower court judge through the 
state court administrator. 

Also signed into law was a bill to extend the life 
of the Fire Insurance Rate Classification Ad- 
visory Board to December 31, 1982. 

The board was created by a 1976 law. Its 
purpose is to develop a system for evaluating the 
fire fighting capabilities of local fire depart- 
ments. This would provide a new type of 
classification which could result in lower fire 
insurance rates in many communities. 

Without the latest legislation, the board would 
have ceased to exist at the end of this year. 
However, the board will be unable to complete 
its assigned task by December 31 because of the 
complexity of the problem and the need to gather 
and evaluate an enormous amount of data. 

The extension will give the board sufficient 
time to complete its research, develop 
evaluation standards for local fire departments, 
and determine the effect of its findings on fire 
insurance rates, numbers of fires and fire losses. 


Enlightened but ironic times

We live in ironic times. In this enlightened age, 
we are generally more educated and better 
equipped to achieve, create, improve and excel 
than ever before. And yet, we must also contend 
with a government absolutely determined to be 
our nanny — one that is convinced we have 
neither the right nor the ability to fend for our- 
selves. The result is frustration, a kind of 
collective gnashing of teeth and a tilting away 
from individual opportunity and economic 
growth. 

1 see these contradictions whenever 1 travel. 
Outside Washington, people are obviously very 
concerned about problems like inflation and 
energy, but they still believe in their own 
potential; they know they can produce needed 
solutions if only government would get out of the 
way and stop taxing and spending so much of 
their money. Not so in Washington, where 
bureaucrats distrust anyone producing anything 
without their permission. Here the quest is 
always for more power. 

People go to the polls believing they are 
electing representatives to a Congress that 
writes the laws of the land. It isn’t so. Regulatory 
agencies currently spew out about 18 regulations 
with the force of law for every one law enacted 
by Congress. These little nuggets of wisdom cost 
every working American substantially more 
than $1,000 a year. And the beauty of it all is — at 
least from the bureaucrats’ point of view — that 
we rarely even know it’s happening. 

How many Americans, for example, will have 
the time to read or scan the 75,000 pages of the 


Federal Register each year to learn which of the 
7,000 new federal regulations personally affects 
them? How many of us even realized that 
bureaucrats had been busy, busy, busy writing 
regulations for mousetraps? They were. The 
specifications weigh 3.3 pounds, cover 700 pages 
and total about 20,000 words. That’s why we pay 
more for a mousetrap than we should. But we 
shouldn’t get upset, for the regulators could care 
less what we think. Unlike our representatives, 
they are neither elected by us, nor responsible to 
us, in effect, they are practically untouchable. 

Some of the worst examples of this 
bureaucratic overkill come from the Federal 
Trade Commission. Perhaps the most 
aggressive agency in Washington, the Com- 
mission’s influence extends to virtually every 
activity in our economy, from the manufacture 
of hearing aids to mobile homes. One of its goals 
— to root out deception from the marketplace — 
is both legitimate and necessary. But the FTC 
seems to hunger for a more sweeping mandate to 
regulate our entire economy, and it has some 600 
lawyers and 80 economists sitting around 
deciding what they believe is unfair in life. These 
people have a license to go hunting behind every 
bush and every door, but they are under no 
compulsion to consider the impact of their 
regulations. The result is a host of ill-conceived 
rulings that translate into millions of dollars in 
litigation fees being passed on to consumers in 
the form of higher product costs. 

One of the FTC’s latest quests is to move ahead 
with proposals that could ban, or sharply limit, 
child-oriented television commercials. As usual. 


the FTC has presented no cost-impact study. One 
economist who did, estimated that at a 
minimum, the proposals could cost 284,000 jobs 
and lead to a loss of more than $2 billion in tax 
revenues. There is an alternative. Parents can 
exercise their responsibility by occasionally 
turning off the television and using that dirty 
two-letter word: No. 

Nor does the FTC’s strict concept of fairness in 
the marketplace extend to its own dealings. 1 
find it appalling that its staff members have 
systematically attacked the credibility of wit- 
nesses opposing an FTC proposal Indeed, many 
of these proceedings are all but rigged, because 
they are controlled by. One staff member who 
proposed the rule; a colleague who serves as 
“impartial” hearing officer, and still another 
colleague who decides which “public interest” 
group will be given taxpayers’ money to “ob- 
jectively” support the proposed rule. 

I believe it's time to require cost-impact 
studies and also permit Congress to veto unwise 
regulations before they’re enforced. The Ad- 
ministration is fond of populist rhetoric, yet it 
opposes the Congressional veto since it would 
interfere with the power of the Executive 
Branch. But Congress is closest to the grassroots 
and more than 200 members of the House 
already support the idea 

And why not? Right now regulatory agencies 
are out of control A Congressional veto could 
bring the process into the open by insisting that 
bureaucrats assume the same responsibilities as 
other Americans ... rather than remain the 
untouchables they now are. 


Inflation threatens our way of life

If inflation continues at its present pace, the 
United States could become like pre-World War 
II Germany, where housewives had to lug 
suitcases full of money to the market each week 
to pay for their groceries. 

Inconceivable? Don’t bet on it. 

According to statistics published recently in a 
major midwestem newspaper, the average 
worker who earned $10,500 in 1977 would be 
earning $656,000 a year in 2050 if wages rise at a 
modest 5.75 percent per year between now and 
then 

Assuming prices rise an even more modest 
four percent per year, not the present ten per- 
cent, a one-pound loaf of bread will cost $37.50, a 
house costing $55,000 today will cost $3.4 million, 
and a cross-town phone call will cost something 
like $9 00. 

Speaking of prices, eagle-eyed hordes of trade 
unionists, whose passion for scapegoating Big 
Business is only exceeded by their passion for 
record-setting wage increases, are on the prowl 
across the country monitoring consumer prices. 

According to veteran labor reporter Victor 
Riesel, whose charming wife Evelyn and 
Heritage’s own Herb Berkowitz share old- 
country Roumanian recipes with one-another, 
old warlord George Meany has directed Leo 
Perlis, head of the AFL-CIO Community Com- 
munity Services Department, to monitor 


America’s supermarket, drugstore, department 
and discount store prices — just in case someone 
should excede Jimmy Carter’s seven percent 
solution (Only the Teamsters and other 
specially blessed interests are permitted to 
exceed the guidelines.) 

Riesel warns o r “mass rallies, store demon- 
strations, swift-swooping photographers city 
and state wide coalitions of masses of men and 
women the whole pressure group spectrum in 
hundreds of cities.” 

The idea, of course, is to pressure storekeepers 
— whoare no more responsible for inflation than 
the next fellow — to bite the bullet until it ex- 
plodes. 

The real cause of inflation, of course, is 
complex Rising prices and demands for keep-up 
wage increases are only symptoms of inflation, 
not its primary causes 

The true cause is buried deep in Washington in 
the complex of federal laws and rules which 
permit the federal government to pay its bad 
debts with bogus monov and forces private in- 
dustry to divert so many resources to pleasing 
the bureaucrats that productivity suffers and 
dies 

The first cause is easiest to understand 
Whenever the federal government operates in 
the red — in other words, when we have deficit 
spending — the government printing presses are 


cranked into operation to cover the debt. The 
value of each dollar, of course, decreases 
proportionately — and you have “inflation.” 

The second cause is more complex and less 
visible Government quality-of-life regulations, 
as well intentioned as they are, force industry to 
divert billions of dollars from research and 
development, plant construction and moder- 
nization, and from other pursuits that would help 
give us more bang for each buck. (No, produc- 
tivity does not refer to more perspiration per 
hour of labor from America’s workers.) 

The results are obvious — having to pay more 
for raw materials and for worker salaries, in- 
dustry must simply pass on these increases to 
consumers because the only way to offset them 
would have been by increasing productivity. But 
the government has taken care of that. 

Again, you have inflation. 

If a $37 loaf of bread sounds as scary to George 
Meany as it does to us, we invite him and his 
AFL-CIO lobbyists to join the rest of America in 
calling for a sane economic program that will 
‘ permit the government to spend no more than it 
takes in and will allow U.S industry to go about 
. the business of doing business.

Westland’s Sandy Koufax All-Stars are heading 
for the World Series in Knoxville, Tenn this

Manager Dick Ashton s group of 14-year-olds was

In the semi-final game against Plymouth Canton.

It did give me food for thought ( rather than for digestion) and do you 
suppose, gals, that we’ve been overdoing it with all the new and exciting 
recipes and forgetting the old favorite which, along with hot dogs, 
baseball, and you-know-what supposedly form the foundation of the 
American home?

I ADORE the platters and pans which bear those 12-tiered batches of 
calories but I guess (as one of the dessert-contributing crowd at 
potlucks) I should take into consideration other folks' palletes as well. 
I’ve decided that NEXT time I have the opportunity to share in a co-op 
dinner it will be something basic and simple — a 2-crusted pie ot some 
sort — and I just hope, C.T., that you’re there to watch me cut that 
apple-blueberry-rhubarb-strawberry-peach pie into big fattening 
wedges ! 

I have ( what 1 consider ) a real money-saver for you this week — that is, 
if you’re big on ranch-style dressing, “the” ranch-style. We love it at our 
house and at one time also loved the small tag of 29 cents at which it 
made its debut. BUT — with the cost having soared to 55 cents and 
higher (for a teensy bit of herbs and spices) this kitchen detective took 
to a little sleuthing 

Read the gourmet glossies, the kitchen pages of the dailies and the 
recipes in the home magazines avidly and finally found one gal’s answer 
to the “secret” of ranch dressing mix. Gave it a try and though it came 
close, it still didn’t quite measure up. So — took it from there and added 
my own variations and here’s what I’ve settled for. 

Try it — you’ll get TWO containers of dressing from the one mixture. 
Just add two tablespoons of the spice-herb blend to one cup mayonnaise

LEE’S TAKE-OFF ON RANCH DRESSING MIX 

1 scant tablespoon salt 

2 teaspoons monosodium glutamate 
2 teaspoons dried parsley flakes 
1 2 teaspoon dill weed 
I teaspoon sugar 
1 teaspoon paprika 
1 teaspoon garlic powder 
1 2 teaspoon onion powder 
I teaspoon white pepper. 

Place all ingredients in a jar or plastic container that has a tight- 
fitting lid.

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Lawn 

and 

garden 

guide 

for 

August 


Summer may be on 
the downhill side, but 
the lawn and garden 
chores keep coming. 
Michigan State 
University Extension 
specialists suggest the 
following tasks are 
timely: 

— Keep pinching the 
faded flowers and seed 
heads from flowering 
annuals. Some will stop 
blooming if you don’t do 
this. Others will get long 
and straggly. 

— Take cuttings from 
geraniums, coleus, 
begonia, fuchsia and 
impatiens to grow in- 
doors this winter. All 
cuttings will not form 
roots, so be sure to take 
more than you think you 
need. 

— Prepare beds for 
spring-flowering bulbs. 
Order bufbs now for 
planting in late fall. 

— Dahlias will 


produce bigger flowers 
if you remove some of 
the lateral buds and thin 
some of the side shoots. 
Stake and tie tall plants 
as needed 

— Cut back perennials 
when the foliage starts 
to die. 

— Check trees and 
shrubs planted in the 
past couple of years to 
make sure they’re not 
being girdled by guy 
wires. Wire or nylon 
rope around the base of 
the trunk or plastic 
around the root ball 
should have been 
removed at planting 
time. 

— Avoid fertilizing 
shrubs and trees now. 
This would stimulate 
new growth that would 
be susceptible to winter 
injury. 

— Maples with 
mottled, curled, and 
glossy and sticky leaves 


are infested with 
aphids. If aphid 
predators like ladybugs 
are scarce, you can 
spray with malathion or 
Sevin. This is not 
recommended, how- 
ever. The aphids 
can’t do any serious 
damage this late in the 
season. And spraying 
would also wipe out 
predator and beneficial 
insects. 

— Bagworms feeding 
on ornamentals should 
be hand picked and 
destroyed. Spraying is 
not effective now. • 

— Heavy infestations 
of lacebugs on 
sycamore, honeylocust 
and other ornamentals 
can be sprayed with 
malathion or Sevin. 
Avoid using Sevin near 
the colonies — it is 
extremely toxic to 
honeybees Spray or- 
namentals late in the 


day, when bees are less 
likely to be active 
— Yellow leaves with 
green veins are a sign of 
iron deficiency in 
azaleas and oak trees 
Correct this condition 
with iron chelates ap- 
plied as a soil drench or 
with iron implants. 

— Prepare and seed 
hare spots in your lawn 
During dry weather, 
water daily — more 
than once, if necessary 
— until the new grass is 
well established 
— Establish a new 
lawn or renovate an old 
one between Aug. 15 and 
Sept. 15 MSU research 
has shown this to be the 
best time for lawn 
establishment in 
Michigan 

— Fertilize 
established lawns 
around Labor Day with 
a complete fertilizer. 
— To control white 


grubs and sod web- 
worms that are 
damaging lawns, apply 
a granular or spray 
formulation of diazinon. 
following label direc- 
tions 

— To w hiten the heads 
of cauliflower, wrap 
them in the larger 
leaves of the plants 
when heads are two to 
three inches across 
Heads are ready for 
harvest when they 
reach sitf* inches in 
diameter. Self- 
blanching and green- or 
purple-headed varieties 
do not require this 
treatment 

— If wilt diseases 
zapped your tomatoes 
this year, make a note to 
buy resistant varieties 
and to plant tomatoes in 
a new spot next year. 
The organisms that 
cause these diseases 
remain the soil from 


year to year 
— Tomatoes with 
early and late blight or 
leafspot diseases can be 
sprayed with maneb or 
tomato sprays con- 
taining copper 
— Hand pick tomato 
hornworms off plants 
and destroy them Or 
spray with Bacillus
